GETTING DOWN TO WORK. 



Committer* Appointed and Bualnpsi- 
Ruahtd Along— Dr. Roberta ia Mud. 
Vic* Moderator— Flrat of the Import- 
ant Queatloua Taken Up— Detalla of the 
Day'a Work. 

Washington, May 20.— Devotional 
exercises with which was openy' the 
second day's ses8ion of the Presbyterian 
general assembly were conducted by 
Rev. Dr. Smith of Baltimore. 

Rev. Mr. McCauley of Dayton, O., 
moved a consideration of the vote of 
Thursday on the world's fair Sunday 
opening, for the purpose of offering a 
substitute for that resolution. Going 
more into detail the assembly refused 
to adopt it or to consider it. 

Rev. Dr. Bartlett then presented to 
Moderator Craig the gavel prepared fi r 
this assembly, the gift of Mr. and Hrs. 
W. B. Gurley, the former the son <>i 
Rev. P. D. Gurley, first pastor of the 
church in which the assembly meem. 
It is composed largely of cherry from 
Mount Vernon, with pieces of the 
United States frigate Constitution, tin 
capstone of the Washington inonumei, . 
and of the pew in the New York Avi ■ 
nue church occupied by the late Pru- 
dent Lincoln. The name of Lincom 
was greeted with applause. Dr. Cn.'.* 
responded in few* well chor.en woi 
of thanks to the donors an.l paid an elo- 
quent tribute to the memory of Rev. 
Phineas D. Gurley. 

Dr. Harsha of Nebraska moved the 
appointment of a committee to formu- 
late an expression of opinion upon t!i ! 
Chinese exclusion act, as it affects th< 
foreign missionary, work. With on. 
vote in the negative, the motion Wfa 
adopted. 

Stated Clerk Roberts announced that 
the reports of the various boards, com 
mittees and officers of the church ami 
assembly had l>een received with a ti ' . 
exceptions, and would be duly pn 
seuted. 

Dr. Smith of Baltimore introduced I • 
the moderator and through him to tit 
assembly, Rev. Dr. Duncan or t 
Episcopal church, who represented l. 
joint committee which had under consi'i- 
eraation the subject of church unity. 

He said that there were four pou 
which the Episcopal church believe. 1 i 
be a basis of union, and rlpon three ( 
them they had practically agreed. Dr 
Duncan prophesied practical and har 
monious unity of the churches, and tiu 
in the not very far distant future, t. 
stead of two church organizations, then 
■hall be but one. 

At this point the moderator an- 
nounced the standing committe.es. 

The following are chairmen of tin 
several committees: Bills and over- 
tures, William C. Young; judiciary, 
George D. Baker; politics, W. \V. 
Harsha; home missions, Loyal L. Gra- 
ham} foreign missions, Herrick John- 
son; education, Thomas D. Ewing; pub- 
lication and school work, James H 
Brookes; church erection. Calvin W, 
Stewart; tl biological seminaries. John 
Dixon; ministerial relief, David Gregg 
freedmen, George L. Spinning; aid for 
colleges, Charles A. Dickey; corre- 
spondence, M. L. P. Hill; benevolence, 
George H. Fullerton; narration, S. M. 
Davis; temperance, James Matthews; 
leave of absence, - John Reed, Jr.; 
mileage, Franklin L. Shephard; finance. 
WilHatn A. Herron. 

The special committee on the Chinese 
exclusion act was announced to consist 
of 8. M. Catchings of Detroit; M. H. 
Stratton, Salem, N. J.; and Cyrus BL 
Pershing. Potteville, Pa. 

Rev. William Henry Roberts was an- 
nounced to be vice moderator. 

After some routine business of not 
much interest had been disposed of ex- 
Moderator Young projected into the 
proceedings the first of the important 
questions before the assembly, the re- 
port of the committee upon the relation 
of the assembly to the theological semi- 
naries. 

It covered the history and metho.b 
pursued by the committee in the pro- 
gress of its work and as well as the his- 
tory of the relations of the assembly 
and of theological seminar ieB, begin 
ning with the organization of the insti- 
tution at Princeton, which acknowl 
edged the general assembly as its 
patron and source of power and au- 
thority. 

The report, in its appendix, furnishe- 
full information respecting the plan oi 
organization and methods of manage- 
ment of the various institutions allied 
to the church. 

Dr. Young surrendered the floor t - 
Elder Thomas McDougall of Cincinnal i 
who largely drafted the report, which 
was the unanimous expression of the 
committee. 

Mr. McDougall said that he believed 
the time had come, in the matter of the 
control of the seminaries, when the 
genius of the Presbyterian church 
should be at least equal to the executive 
ability displayed in ordinary business 
and that if any teacher employed for a 
specific purpose at a specific salar- 
should, for any reason, become unfit to 
discharge his duties, a way might 
be found to dispense with bis services 
without splitting up the church. 

When Mr. McDougall had finished 
Mr. Roberts moved that the report b» 
approved and that the committee be 
continued. 

Filially, after a passage between Dr. 
Young and Professor Young, a vote of 
thanks was extended to the committee 
for its diligence, and it was continued 
for further labor. The assembly then 
took a recess till 2:30. 

Professor Brown opened the proceed- 
ings after recess with prayer. A reso- 
lution was adopted, inviting Present

convenience. 

Rev. Charles A. Dickey, chairman of 
the special committee on judicial com 
missions, reported in favor of Bending 
an overture down to the presbyteries 
for a change on Chapter 13. Section 11* 
so as to provide that the general assem- 
bly, each s) nod and each presbytov 
shall have power to appoint judicial 
commissions from their respective 
bodies, to which all judicial cases are to 
be submitted, their decisions to be sub 
ject to reversal only by the superior 
judicatory except in matters of law. 
The assembly adopted this, report. 

Rev. Dr. Smith, chairman of the com 
mittee on church unity, reported four 
meetings of the committee held in the 

Et year the result which had been 
med best to drop for the present a 
susaion of the differences between th* 
two churches and leaving to the future 
the work of securing the organic exter 
nal union desired. 

The correspondence between the com 
mittee and episcopal commission in the 
past year was read. It showed that the 
Episcopalians offered to make such 
changes in the methods of selecting 
members of the episcopate as might be 
deemed essential, if only thereby the 
union of American Christians could be 
secured; and further that the authority 
of the presbytery was recognized in the 
Episcopal church. 

The series of women's meetings, in 
connection with the general assembly, 
began with that of the women's execu- 
tive committee of home missions which 
assembled in the Church of the Cove 
nant. Mrs. F. H. Pierson, corresjiond 
ing secretary, read the preliminary re 
port of the work of the past year; Air: 
A. C. Miller read the school report 
Mrs. C. E. Coulter, the report of th 
freedmen's department, and Miss B 
F. Lincoln the treasurer's report, show 
ing receipts of $373,141. 

Cumberland Presbyterian Anaembly. 

Little Rock. May 20.— The Cum 
berland Presbyterian general assembly 
was anj intensely interesting body 
Very early it became evident that the r 
was to be a struggle upon the questi. >1 
of woman's eligibility for the office', 
ruling elder. Immediately after th 
minutes were read, the stated ol« 1 
read overtures from 15 presbyteri. 
touching the question, all of which 
went to the committee on overtures. 
Later a special committee on the cre- 
dentials of Mrs. Claget, the first 
woman commissioner ever sent to the 
assembly, reported four to one in favor 
of seating her. Pending the discussion 
of the minority report, opposing the 
seating of the woman, the question W*l 
postponed. 

Many memorials were read, anion p 
them invitations from Chicago and 
Bowling Green, Ky., for the next nieet 
ing of the assembly. 

The many colleges of the church re 
ported growth. 

Rev. W. L. Williams of Iowa and 
Layman M. H. Sharp of Texas wer 
consecrated with solemn ceremony as 
missionaries to Mexico. 

The attendance is the largest and in 
tellectually the ablest in the history < 
the church. 

Reformed Preaby rerlana. 

New York, Mav 20. — The genera 
synod of the Reformed Presbyteriat 
cnurch continued its session. The at 
tendance was small and the morning 
was chiefly occupied by hearing an an 
dress by Dr. Knowles, secretary of the 
American Sabbath union, protesting 
against the opening of the world's fair 
on Sundays. Delegates were present 
from Ohio, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Colorado and Iudi 
ana. 

A resolution was passed providinj 
that all treasurers holding funds of 
synods must give adequate bonds. 

At the evening session a general con 
ference was held on the subject of for 
eign missions.

LANDED ON AMERICAN SOIL. 



The Prlneeaa Honored With Mack Cere- 
mony Both In New York and Waah- 
tngton a* the. Natlou'a Oueat— She It 
Well Pleaaed With Her Beeeptlon. 

New York, May 20.— The Spanish 
American steamship Maria Christina, 
with the Infanta Eulalie aboard, ar- 
rived down the bay at night too lata to 
pass quarantine. The vessel was not 
expected until morning, and the root p 
tion which it was intended to give Ui 
the infanta upon her arrival had to be 
postponed. 

The commander of the Dolphin i \ 
pected to take her aboard of his Ttw i. 
tender her a reception and escort her 
to Jersey City, where she was schedule'' 
to board a train for Washington. This 
was prevented by rough weather. Th- 
water was so rough that the infanta de- 
clined to board the Dolphin down in the 
bay. and it was arranged that the ship 
should rendezvous in the North rivi r 
near Jersey City, where the transf. r 
could be more safely made. This plan 
was accordingly followed. The Infunta 
Isabel, with the infanta on baud, 
anchored opposite the Pennsylvania 
railroad docks at noon. The Dolphin 
came up 15 minutes later. The infanta 
was transferred from the Isabel to the 
Dolphin in the captain's gig. 

At 2:4."» o'clock the infanta and party 
were transferred to the government tng 
Narheeta and landed. Carriages wer. 
in waiting and the party were driven to 
the elevator and carried up into the de- 
pot. The elevator was handsomely car- 
peted for the occasion, and carpets wen 
laid from the elevator along the plat- 
form to the train. 

The train left at 3 o'clock. As i; 
pulled out of the depot the princes i 
stood on the rear platform and waved 
her handkerchief, and her husband, ha 
in hand, also stood on the platform and 
bowed to the crowd. 

ARRIVAL IN WASHINGTON. 

The Natlou'a Gneit Honored With Kttcfe 
Ceremony at the Capital. 

Washington, May 20.— The royal 
train l>earing Spain's representative tn 
to the world's fair arrived in Washing- 
ton at 8:40 o'clock at night. An im- 
mense OTOWd was at the station. T!.- 
attaches of tne Spanish legation wci 
there as early M 7 o'clock, which ah* 
included Mrs. Curry, the wife of tie 
exTininister of the United States tf 
Spain. 

Five imnuteg later there was a stii 
among the rapidly gathering throng, 
as four troopc of United States cavalr 
rode up and formed in line on the Sixtii 
street side of the station. 

Secretary Greshum and Assist.-: 
Secretary Quincey came shortly aftei 
the arrival of the cavalry in Mr. Gri 
ham's carriage, followed almost im- 
mediately by a handsome barouche, 
drawn bv four magnificent bay horses 
It was President Cleveland's carriage 
and the president's coachman, with t 
brand new footman, were on the box. 

Other officials began to arrive. Col- 
onel John M. Wilson of the army, the 
commissioner of public buildings aud 
grounds, wore full dress uniform i;. 
his capacity as the military .representa- 
tive of the president. Assistant Secre- 
tary Adee and Chief Clerk Rockhill of 
the state department, were also in at- 
tendance. 

The princess stepped from the train 
assisted by C« inmatHWt Davis. Whe.i 
the train" stopped Secretary Greshain 
pressed forward and Commander Davis 
presented him to the infanta as the rep- 
resentative of the president. The 
princes and secretary greeted each 
other, then other members of the re- 
ceiving party gathered about them. 
When the infanta saw Mrs. Curry, 
there was a pretty scene. The two baa 
known each other intimately in Madrid 
aud the recognition was followed by a 
warm handclasp, while Mrs. Currv 
imprinted a kiss on each cheek of the 
princess. 

The greeting over, Secretary Gresham 
offered his arm to the princess, and pre- 
ceded by Colouel Wilson and Mr. 
Parke, general southern passenger 
agent of the Pennsylvania road, and 
followed by the infanta and suite aim 
the official gathering, walked down tin 
carpeted platform to the carriage en- 
trance of the station. Outside tie 
crowd was enormous, and the princeM 
looked pleased as she saw the throng 
that had gathered to receive her. Sin 
chatted gaily in English with Mr. Gr. 
ham all the while. 

The infanta, Secretary Gresham, Min- 
ister Muruaga and Prince Antoine • n 
tered the president's carriage, the caval- 
rymen saluted, and the procession be- 
gan to move up Pennsylvania avenue 
toward the Arlington. Four buglers ou 
horseback led, and with the four troop* 
of cavalry, one of which was compos,,! 
of colored soldiers from the "Fighting

The scenes in and around the Penn- 
sylvania railway station when the 
princess arrived, reminded one of those 
that were enacted during the inaugura- 
tion. A crowd, the nke of which has 
not ;beun seen since that time, lined 
Pennsylvania avenue! on hither side 
from the Sirth street station to the 
treasury department and to the Arling- 
ton hotel. 

The princess was seated on the right 
of Secretary Gresham, facing Prince 
Antoine, and the Spanish minister, and 
seemed parti' ularly pleased at the dem- 
onstrations o* cordiality manifested on 
the route up the avenue, but kept up a 
continued cc versa tion with the pre- 
mier of the a .ministration. 



The apa-i nents occupied l>y th- 
princess are the historic Sumner aim >.- 
to the hotel, very near the Whit 
House. 

A large bunch of sweet peas stood on 
n talde in th' parlor, from Mrs. Cuvr,. 
other floral gifts were around, but t: ■ 
chief among them rested upon I • 
Labia in the princess' private drawing 
i'ooin on the second floor. It %\,.s H 
tribute from Mrs. Cleveland, and con- 
listed of a large basket of magnificent 
American beauties, orchids and lilies 
i f the valley. 

It was 8:4ft when the head of the col- 
umn of troops turned off Pennsylvan.a 
i venue and < »uie up to the hotel. The 
lavalry moved quickly up the broad 
i.venue, wheeled into line, coming to 
dress parade. Immediately behind cairn 
the president's four-in-hand, from which 
the princess alighted upon the arm of 
.secretary Gresham and followed by her 
husband, the prince and the Spanisl 
minister, entered the Sumner annex. 

The streets were thronged, and aloud 
cheer went Bp as the princess stepped 
to the pavement. "Bate off," shouted 
some one in the crowd, and instantly 
every head whs uncovered. It WM 
with great difficulty that the polic. 
kept the, i>(H)j)le from surging forward. 

Col. Wilson received the party at tin 
door. 

Immediately upon entering the hous.i 
the princess passed into the rocepti- li 
room, accompanied by Secretary Chrei - 
ham and Assistant Secretaries Ad- • 
and Quincy ami her suite. A moment 
later and the representatives of ti.i 
government retired and Command' : 
Davis bade the party good night. 

All preparations had been made to 
serve dinner, but owing to the fact that 
dinner was had on the truiu, the beauti- 
ful private diningroom was not used, 
and the princess soon retired to b< 1 
rooms to secure a good night's r> ^ : 
preparatory to the festivities that await 
her. 

CONDITI ON OF B USINESS. 
It. O. Dun & Campaay'i Weekly Ravirti 

or Trude. 

New York. May 20.— R. G. Dun iV 
Company's weekly review of trade s. 
Stock rally from extreme depress i . 
but business shows no substantial in 
provement. The distribution of pro:, 
ucts to final consumers is rather lost 
encouragiug. though the weather htv 
beeu generally more fnvorabie, and al 
some points help trade. 

Wholesale business and Hodnotioi 
show each week more hesitation with 
regard to the crops next fall, the p > 
biiities of tariff changes and money un- 
certainties. Some large failures am" 
muny of minor importance show th 
effects of increasing stringency ii 
money markets, and while money i- 
comparatively easy here, the prvMure 
at other points bus increased. Almoai 
everywhere collections are slow, auc 
doubt about the future affects new un 
dertakings. although the present vol- 
ume of trade bused upon past orders is 
remarkably large. The treasury is i/. 
a stronger position than for some week 
past, but exports of gold have DOtablj 
increased. 

Trade at Boston is but moderate, and 
in some grades of cotton is decide t!y 
lower, while woolens and clothing ■ r 
dull. Boots and shoes are moraactiv 
and larger orders are seen for rul.b 
goods, while lumber is in strong dt 
mund. 

At Philadelphia hardware is act;\ 
and trade in groceries fair. 

Baltimore reports trade in wooiei 
backward, and in boots aud shoes llow 
with dragging collections. 

Iron is weaker at Pittsburg. C; 
and glass fair. 

At Cincinnati collections are slow and 
money in demand. 

Trade at Cleveland is generally doll 

The monetary situation improves a: 
Indianapolis, banks being in good n.tx- 
dition, but at Detroit jobbing is 5 to !' 
per cent smaller than last year, thougi 
manufacturers are at work full time 
and money easier. 

Chicago reports improved retail :." 
satisfactory wholesale trade, with 
liquidation and lower prices for local 
securities, and slow collections. Tra , 
in real estate is smaller by 40 per o n 
and receipts of nearly all products ih6v 
a decrease from IS to 00 per cent com- 
pared with last year. Though flour 
wheat and oats increased. Eastboun 
rail shipments tire larger, but wheat Ii 
at the lowest price for 30- years. 

Milwaukee trade improves, but 
money is light. 

At St. Louis trade very satisfactory. 

At Kansas city trade "is fair in dr 
goods, shoes and groceries, slow in farm 
implements, with money closer. 

At St. Joseph trade is improving 
with fair collections, but at Denver 
business is slow. 

At Louisville the money market im 
proves, though collections are slow: at 
Little Rock money is tight, trade dull. 
Knoxville trade sluggish, collection", 
backward. At Memphis trade is qui. : 
and at Nashville somewhat battel 
with increased confidence, though 
money is close. 

New Orle-ins reports quiet trade with 
much apprehension of floode, cotton d, 
pressed, sugar weaker, and money in 
increasing demand. 

The failures for the week number 247 
in the United States against 169 for the 
same week last year, and 14 in Canaih 
against 28 last year.

There was the usual crush at the 
doors of the art pulaee ami many of the 
halls were so overcrowded even in ad- 
vance of the cotnmencemi nt of the pr* - 
ceedings that it was found necessary »• 
close the doors. 

The convention ut the Hull of Wash- 
ington was given up to a consideration 
of women in the trades and profession. 
Mrs. M. Louise Thomas presided. 

Universal peace between nations oc- 
cupied the attention of the assemblage 
in the Hall of Columbus. Minnie D. 
Lewis presided. 

Religious matters in general wer- 
diseussed at the convention in Hall 
No. 6. 

Rev. Ida C. Hultin of Moline pre- 
sided over and delivered the address oi 
welcome and the opening of the com- 
bined congress of the National Alliance 
of Unitarians and other literal Christ- 
ian women, the Women's Western I'i '.■ 
tartan conference, and the Women 
Unitarian conference of the Pacific 
coast. Mrs. B. Ward Dix of Brooklyn 
responded to the address of welcome 
and addresses relating to Unitarian 
church work were made by Mrs. E. B, 
Eastman of San Francisco. Emily 
Ei field of Boston and several others. 

In the congress of the non-imrtis;ni 
National Women's Christian temper- 
ance union the principal addresses w r • 
delivered by Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, Mrs. 
Florence E. Porter of Maine, and lira. 
Davidson of Ohio. 

The department of the National 
Woman's Relief society was presided 
over by Mme. Zina D. H. Young. Ha t 
a dozen papers were presented on rah* 
jects varying from the pioneer womi Q 
of Utah to amusements of eurly days. 

Mrs. Letitia Green Stevenson, wife ol 
Vice President Stevenson, presided over 
the cougTess of the Daughters of the 
American revolution. Papers on a 
number of patriotic subjects were pgt - 
sen ted. 

The international council of women 
held an executive session which occu- 
pied the entire morning. In the after- 
noon representative women from Den- 
mark. France and Greece were intro- 
duced and delivered greetings from 
their respective countries. 

Helen E. Starrett presided over the 
convention of the late Columbian 
Household Economic association, and 
which was one of the most interesting 
of the many gatherings of the day. 
Some delegates told of their troubles 
with domestic servants, others told of 
their good fortune in securing and re- 
taining competent help. A score or 
more of ideas regarding operative 
housekeeping were then ventilate i. 
and Mrs. Ewing gave practical illu- 
tratiou of breadmaking as a fine art. 

Theodore Thouaa Not Yet Keala;ned. 

Theodore Thomas has not vet sent in 
his resignation as musical director ot 
the world's fair, and it is believed that 
he will not s-nd it in until the board oJ 
reference and control has passed on the 
matter and tried to straignten out i h 
disagreement between the national 
commission and the board of local 
directors. The majority of the mem- 
bers of the national commission wan t 
Thomas to go, while the I coal board 
says he shall stay.

PENSION SHARKS. 



Anotiikk Kentucky Republican post 
master has been made to " walk the 
plank." This time J. K. Hampton, of 
Winchester, is the individual. "Conny" 
Lisle, ex-editor of the Winchester Dem 
ocnit and one of the best men in Clark 
County, was given the appointment by 
President Cleveland Thursday. Mr. Lisle 
is a brother of Congressman Lisle. The 
principal ground for Hampton's removal

P. in that section and his making a num 
her of red-hot campaign speeches 
There's not much comfort in this for 
those Republicans who are still hold 
ing on. 

'The New Jury Law. 

The new Jury law has passed both 
Houses at Frankfort. An exchange 
claims it is superior to the old one in 
every way, and the manner of impanel 
ing a jury in felony cases is to be com- 
mended. The jury for a felony case 
must be drawn at random from a long 
list of names selected at the last term of 
court and placed in a wheel or drum. 
From this drum the regular jury is drawn, 
and when the regular panel is exhausted 
other names must be drawn fromr the 
names still left. It will be impossible 
lor a criminal, his lawyers or friends to 
have anything to do in the selection of 
the jury further than their right of per 
emptory challenges, and these have been 
reduced from twenty to fifteen. Jn mis 
demeanor cases, a jury can be selected 
from bystanders only by the agreement 
of both side-. 

AGood Place for Suckers. 

A smooth-tongued ^rascal who wore a 
full suit of cream-colored flannel, with a 
high silk hat of the same color, struck 
Mt. Olivet last court day. He was intro- 
ducing a patent electric pad that was a 
regular cure-all, and when he finished his 
little speech the people were electrified 
and almost fell over each other to secure 
some of his goods. Money was no ob- 
ject with him, so he said, and he would 
return their cash. Many of them were 
not satisfied with one but gobbled up 
half a dozen or so. He finally pit the 
price up to a dollar a pad, and the Ad- 
vance says he took in fully a peck of the 
shining wheels, and then drove ofr. The 
people he Kiilledure still waiting for him 
to return their money. This is an old 
swindle, but this was probably tlie first 
time it was ever worked with an electric 
pad. 

Former Maysvillian Honored.

The Danville correspondent of the 
Courier-Journal in speaking of this week's 
meeting says : 11 All parts of the State and 
ma-iy neighboring States were repre- 
sented by their homu-pathic physicians. 
The society has grown steadily since its 
organization, and to-day ranks among 
the first State societies of the country. 

"The society will meet next year at 
Lexington the third Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Thursday in May. The society 
will publish its minutes in book form 
this year for the first time, and a volume 
of some two hundred pages will be 
formed. Hereafter stenographic reports 
of the meeting will be taken, and thedis- 
cussion of papers given verbatim. 



Uncle 3am Swindled Out of a'Big Sum 
of Money by Parties at Nor- 
folk, Virginia. 

The new administration has unearthed 
a big pension swindle at Norfolk, Va 
The amount of money wrongfully oh 
taincd from Uncle Sam is not definitely 
known yet but it is estimated at $100, 
000. 

W. R. Dm Wry, a former pension attor 
noy, is the shrewd individual who worked 
the scheme. The frauds was discovered 
several days ago, and the U. S. grand jury 
at Norfolk has been investigating the 
charges this week, and as a result of the 
first day's work found eleven true bills of 
indictment againstDrewry and six against 
A. B. Richardson, Jr., an ex-Notary 
Public, who was charged with falsely at 
testing the applications for pensions in 
that he certified that the papers were 
signed by the applicants in his presence 
when the fact is that Richardson was in 
Florida when the applications were 
made. 

Drewry's methods were novel. It was 
shown that he obtained pensions which 
the applicants have never received, that 
he had forged the names of witnesses to 
papers, and that in one case lie had de- 
liberately used a substitute to pass the 
medical examination required. In Nor- 
folk County there lives two colored men 
of the same name ; both served in the 
same regiment during the war. One of 
these men, who is said to be quite robust, 
applied for a pension, and when the time 
came to be examined the other, an in- 
valid, was carried before the physician 
for examination. The latter answered all 
questions truthfully as to the name, 
regiment and residence, and the pension 
was granted. It did not, however, go to 
the man who was examined, but to the 
other of the same name. Great inge- 
nuity was displayed by Drewry in the 
several methods used to obtain pensions 
for his clients. 

The developments in this case will 
strengthen the new administration in its 
determination to reform the pension sys- 
tem. Judge Lochren, the new Commis- 
sioner, has announced that he intends 
placing Democrats only on the new Pen- 
sion Examining Boards, instead of two 
Democrats and one Republican as here- 
tofore. He thinks there is no better way 
of beginning the reform than by putting 

all Democrats on these boards.

Free Turnpikes. 

The Court of Claims of Fayette County 
has made preparations to receive the 
turnpikes in that county and make them 
free whenevei the companies owning 
them shall turn them over.

About-the-State " editor ot the Courier- 
Journal. Yet turnpikes do not seem to 
be a very profitable investment in Fay- 
ette County, according to reports made 
to the court by some of its members. 

One road which cost $24,000, of which 
the State paid $ 12,<>00, Fayotte County 
and Lexington $o,000 each and individ- 
uals $2,000, pays no dividends and is in 
bad repair. The stock is quoted at $<> 
per share. 

Fayette County lias 22(1 miles of turn- 
pikes with toll-gates, besides forty-four 
miles with gates. The total receipts 
for the past year at the toll-gates 
amounted to $37,075, and the total ex- 
penses were $14,328, of which $7,590 went 
for repairs at the rate of $33.50 a mile.
